INTERESTING RELIOS OF THE 
REVOLUTION. 


The New York Herald, in allusion to va; 
rious circumstances attending the celebra- 
tion of Washington’s birthday, has the fol- 
lowing interesting particulars of two veter- 
ans who were present on the accosion: _ 
Among those who witnessed the process- 


ion were two remarkably old veterans—Mr, 
Henry Gibson, one of Washington’s Life

sh 


Guards, who bas attained the remarkable 
age of one hundred and one years, and Mr, 
Azar Holden, about ninety years of age.— 
Gibson, it seems, was born of Irish parents, 
on the voyage from Ireland to America, in 
1751. He entered the line of the Continen- 
tal army m the early part of the summer of 
1775, by enlisting into the regiment of Co- 
lonel Henry Dearborn. He took part in all 
the service and actions in which that line 
was engaged, until the summer of 1780, 
when his term of service had expired. He 
then enlisted into the battalion of heroes, 
from which he was soon after transferred to 
the Life Guards of the Commander-in-Chief. 
With him he remained till the end of the 
war, and received his final discharge ‘at 
Mount Vernon. He has been residing in 
Orange county for nearly fifty years, from 
whence he was brought to the city by 
Messrs. Cannon & Kemp. 


He has always enjoyed an honorable char- 
acter, but is very poor, having no support 
for himself and grand children except his 
yearly pension of $96, which is totally inad- 
equate. He is feeble, but seems to enjoy 
tolerably good health for his age. The 
above named gentleman also brought a flag, 
which was displayed from the balcony of 
the City Hall. It is said to have been taken 
from Washington’s headquarters, Newberg, 
and appears to have been perfectly riddled 
with bullets, Gibson also witnessed the ex- 
ecution of Claudius Smith, who was a terror 
to the whole surrounding country. He was 
atthe surrender of Burgoyne, Cornwallis, 
and the battles of Monmouth and Brandy- 
wine. IIolden was born 1762, in New Eng · 
land, about twenty miles from Boston, and 
professes to ha ve heard the first shot that kill- 
ed eiglit men at the battle of Lexington.— 
He was at the battles of Monmouth and 
Yorktown. IIe has lived in this city for 
seventy-five years, enjoys good health and 
strength—an instance of which is found in 
the fact that he walked from Twenty. fifth 
strect to the City Hall, being a distance of 
three miles. 


The concourse of people in the Park, and 
in the streets through which the procession 
passed, was immense. The roofs, the bal- 
conies, the windows, and the sidewalks, were 
crowded with human beings, who evidently 
took a most lively interest in the proceed- 
ings. 

The Seventh Regiment of National Guards, 
under Capt. Duryea, after leaving the Park, 
marched to the Battery, and from thence 
were conveyed to Governor’s Island. They 
were received at the wharf by the officers of 
the Fourth Regiment of Artillery, and were 
then reviewed by Capt. Gardner, of the 
same regiment ; after which, they proceed- 
ed to Castle William, where a salute was 
fired in honor of the day. From this, they 
went to the fort, where they remained for 
some time to partake of a collation, At 
two o’clock they reassembled at the dock, 
and were conveyed to the city.

tution of the American Revolutionary League 
for Europe,” signed by N. Schmidt, of Bos- 


‘ton, President; P. Wagner, of Boston, and 


J. R. Fuerst, of Baltimore Vice Presidents; 
and Mr. Willimann, and others, a committee. 
It is the result of the revolutionary Congress 
held in Philadelphia from January 29th to 
February Ist, 1852. The Ledger says : 

The design of the League is to overthrow 
monarchy and establish republican democra- 
ey throughout Europe. For tha aceomplish- 
ment of this purpose, the ‘first object is co-op- 
eration of the democratic elements, and their 


fasion into one great party, looking to radi- 


eal revolution in Europe as their aim.— 
Heretofore the deriocratic elements have 


been disunited, through national antipathies | 


and warring against each other. They are 
now to be united, for the destruction of the 
common enemy, until which time the contest 
for ‘the spoils,’ which usually begins with the 
first revolutionary effort, is to be postponed. 
‘The means to accomplish this object is to 
have agitation in Europe, as well as Ameri- 


ca, accumulation of a revolutionary fund, and 


the formation of armed organizations in this 
country, ready for the straggle when it comes. 


Military companies are to be formed in every 


city and county in the Union, and auxiliary 
associations, who pay weekly to the fund.— 
The whole supervision of affairs is to be un- 


der the control of a congress of all the associa- 


tious, and, during its recess, by an execu- 
tive board. A political committee of three 
persons, elected by this congress, has unre- 
stricted powers to act in concert with other 
nationalities, to take the steps necessary to 
accomplish European revolution. ‘This, in 
brief, is the organization and object of this as- 
sociation, and the question arises how far they 
are consistent with the duties which Ameri- 
ean citizens owe to their own laws, and the 


‘treaties entered into by the United States 


with- the nations of Europe. It is a great 
scheme of intervention in the affairs of foreign 
nations ; if not by the government, at least 
by the people of the Uuited States. If the 
organization succeeds to the extent of its wish- 
es, how long would the government of the 
United States be able to keep from med- 
dling with foreign quarrels ““ 


Sincutar Divorce Casz.—There is a 
bill fur-divorce now pending before the Leg- 
isluture of Mississippi, in which points of a 
singular character are involved. They are 
thus given by the Jackson Flag of the Union: 

“ It appears that Samuel Foster, a respec- 
table citizen of Tallahatchie county—for 
whose relief, and that ot his wife Mary, the 
bill is intended—was a pioneer of that section 
of country, and, many years ago, ‘married 
a quadroon Indian woman with a handsome 
fortune. She had two children by a previous 
marriage, aud there were three children of 


the marriage between her and Mr. Foster.— 


Upwards of six years ago they parted, and 
since that time vexatious Jawsuits have been 
pending between the parties. They have 
been, and still are, in Chancery, and Foster 
has had an action against her for a divoree.— 
It was confidently expected that Foster would 
have got a decree of divorce at a term of 
court last year, and he told his counsel that 
he was desirous to be married again, and 
wished immediate information from him as 
soon as the decree was obtained, as on obtain- 
ing such information he would immediately 
marry. His counsel advised him that if he 
did not hear from hith, he might consider 
that the divorce had been obtained. Foster did 
not hear from his counsel within the time de- 
signated, and on the assurance previously re- 
ceived from that gentleman, married a lady of 
Tippah county. But, after marriage, he re- 
ceived intelligence from his counsel that 
from some cause the term of court at which 
he expected to have got a divorce failed.— 
Here are the parties married, with the for- 
mer marriage undissolved, and it appeared 
by the testimony given, by invitation from 
the House to-day, by Mr. Watson, of Holly 
Springs, counsel of Mrs. Foster by the first 
marriage, that instead of permilting decree 
of divorce, Mrs. Foster has filed an answer, 
charging adultery and other acts of criminai- 
ity upon him, and has made her answer a 
cross bill, claiming alimony and her rights of 
property. She there alledges, moreover, 
that Foster’s conduct was such that she could 
not stay under his roof, and her counsel, to- 
day, stated in the hull that these who knew 
all the circumstances were confident that she 
could prove her allegations. Her counsel 
said, however, that if this bill could be sa 
amended, as to secure to her all the rizhts of

It seems that some harsh words had pass - 
ed between the parties, when Mr. Glover, in 
a fit of passion, struck Dr. Samuel with his 
fist, who instantly drew a revolver from his 
pocket and fired upon Glover three shots, the 
second shot taking effect and inflicting the 
fatal wound. So common are these unfor- 
tunate occurrences in Edgefield, that the 
citizens have become indifferently careless 
about them, and on a public day look upon 
a murder asa thing of course, and as one of 
the tragic scenes necessary to complete the 
drama of crime so often enacted. How long 
will this fiendish spirit still find a home 
among the intelligent citizens of Old Edge- 
field .

Horriste Murpex.-—lheodore Nye, of 
Cincinnati, en route for San Francisco, was 
murdered at the Eutaw House, Mobile, on 
Thursday morning last, by his travelling 
companion N. P. Coleman. Nye had de- 
posited $200 in gold with the clerk of the 
Hotel for safe keeping. After the murder 
Coleman pretending that Nye had gone 


down to the boat, asked for the money but 


was refused, the clerk stating that he could 
pay the depasit only to the person who made 
it, and that his friend mast come for it him- 
self. On this Coleman left the house saying 
that he would.send Mr. Nye up for the mon- 
ey, and nothing further was thought of the 
matter till 11 o’clock, when one of the ser- 
vants of tho IIouse reported that there was a 
person dend in one of the rooms. On re- 
pairing to it the dead body of Nye was 
found in the bed in the room that he and 
Coleman had taken. [lis skull had been 
broken with a hammer which was lying near 
the body covered with blood, and two nap- 
kins were tied closely around the throat and 
mouth of the deceased. 

At the last accounts the murderer had not 
been apprehended, The officers, however, 
were in pursait of him.

Our readers are already informed ot the te- 
cent attack upon this very able Temperance 
Lecturer, charging him with entertaining views 
hostile to the institution of slavery. They are 
also informed, by the confession of the up-start 
who originated the charge, of its entire want 
cf foundation. 

We regret that a seeming credit was given 
to this slander by. the publication of George 
Washington Jones letter in the columns of our 


paper. We have just enough of experience in 


the way things of this kind are served up in 
South Carolina, to be able to fathom at once 
this attempt to procure a small notoriety. 

Mr. White is a man of character, of age and 
experience; a Southerner by. birth and resi- 
dence, and if we mistake not, himself a slave- 
holder. He comes amongst us by invitation of 
a large body of the most respectable and influ- 
ential citizens of our State, to aid by his elo- 
qnence the progress of a reform which every 
patriot should have at heart. 

We do not, however, propose to espouse his 
defence. We so heartily abominate this prac- 
tice of trumping up charges of this kind against 
those who come amongst us that we could not 
forbear saying what we have said, Vigilance 
we commend ; but that sentinel who fires his 
gun upon the mere rustling of a leaf, should 
be himself an object of special vigilance. 

The following extract from a Ictter of Mr, 
Wurrr to Judge ONEALL, detailing an inter- 
view between him and the veritable George 
Washington, will be found both interesting and 
amusing : 


Since the commencement of my labors in 
2 State, an attack has been made upon me 
va writer in the Edgefield Advertiser, charg- 
ing me with having asserted, in one place, that 
slavery was of ‘divine origin,’ and in another, 
that it was a ‘curse to the country.’ I have 
been so much accustomed, during my twelve 
years advocacy of Total Abstinence, to regard 
the shafts of calumny as straws shot agains: an 
iron buckler, that I was prepared to expect this 
or some equally absurd development; and my 
first impulse was to pass it by and let the writer 
alone most severely. believing that disinterested 
criticism would detect upon its face its own con- 
demnation. But when I reflected upon the ex- 
cited state of the public mind on this point, I 
determined to go at once to Edgefield, give up 
my appointments, and stay there until every 
phantom of a fiction of the odious assertion 
were obliterated. I went; a meeting was cal- 
led in the Methodist church ; the audience was 
large and intelligent, and the writer of the ar- 
ticle in question was present. I was introduced 
to the audience by Mr. Abney, a young lawyer 
of ability. I had not proceeded far in my re- 
marks, when Mr. Jones arose and asked if I did 
not remember the remarks he had attributed to 
me. I replied, that so far from making any 
such expressions, 1 had never even conceived 
of such an idea on the occasion referred to. 
He began a reply, when I stepped to my over- 
coat, took out his published letter, and entered 
at once upon the following dialogue : 

White .—Mr. Jones, you say in your com- 
munication that you “ traveled with me from 
Huntsville to Nashville.’ Do you remember 
who composed our party 

Jones.—Well, that requires some explanation. 
T wrote that letter on my knee, in great haste. 
That is a mistake of mine. 

White --You next say, Mr. Jones, that at 
Huntsville I ‘declared that slavery was of di- 
vine origin.” &c., Were you present when I 
made those remarks ? 

Jones.-—No, sir, I was not present, but I heard

White.-You next assume that, on board the 
steamer Sligo, T said “slavery was a curse to 
the country. and that I was maturing a plan 
for its abolition.” Do you recollect any of the 
circumstances how this conversation began! 

Jones.--Yes, sir; I was talking with a gentle- 
man from Ohio on the subject of barbarities in- 
cident to slavery, in which he narrated an in- 
stance of a Indy pinching a negro with hot 
tongs. when you came up and joined in. 

White—Do you remember, Mr. Jones, what 
was the purport of my remarks when I joined 
in the conversation? 

Jones.—I can't say that I remember particu- 
larly ? 

White.—Did I not address myself to the 
gentleman with whom you were conversing, and 
inform him that T had seen more cruelties exer- 
cised toward the free negroes of the 8 than 
bad ever seen among the slaves at the South; 
and did I not refer him to the injustice of a 
public meeting in Philadelphia, where it was 
publicly stated that thirty odd negroes had ac- 
tually died of starvation in Bedford-street ? 

Jones.—I believe now that you did make such 
remarks. Nevertheless, Iam very certain that 
you used the expression that slivery was a curse 
and an evil either in that or some other conver- 
sation. 

White--Do you not remember, Mr. Jone’s, 
that these words, if used at all, were used ina 
conversation which I had with Colonel Loten- 
concerning the depreciation of slave labor on 
that part ot my State contigious to Indiana and 
Ohio!

A Strange Freak of Nature. 

We were visited at our office, a few days since, 
says the Atlanta, Ga., Intelligencer, by a man 
named R. Copeland, a native of Laurens 
District. S. C., but now residing in Heard 
county, in this State, who presents in his pe- 
euliar organization u very remarkable natural 

henomenon. His right arm and hand and 
eg are affccted in such a manner as to exhibit 
in every movement the nature and motion of a 
snake. The arm affected is smaller than the 
other, its muscular developments different, sen- 
sation much less acute, and its action altogether 
beyond the control of his will. The motions 
of the arm seem to be impelled by a separate 
and distinct volition, or an instinct entirely its 
own—the instinct of a rattlesnake. The 
character of the movements is shaped to a con- 
siderable extent by external circumstances, as 
any sudden noise, startling appearance or the 
like, the arm sometimes forming itself into a 
coil—the band darting from the coil as if in the 
act of striking; at other times the arm and hand 
have the movements of a snake under full head- 
way making his escape, the limb preserving the 
peculiar tortuous motion of the reptile. At 
such times, the rapidity of the motion is truly 
astonishing. The action of the affected parts 
iscontinuous. The muscles are never entirely 
at rest, though sometimes the action is less in- 
tense than atothers. The whole of the right 
side of the body is affected in this manner. The 
right eye has a snakish look, which is not to be 
seen in the left, and in the formation of his 
teeth the contrast is singularly striking. On 
the left side of the mouth, both in the upper 
and lower jaw, the teeth are well formed and 
regular, while on the right side, above and be- 
low, they are extremely irregular, crowded, 
and fang-like. 

Ir. C. is now abont forty-six years old, and 
has been thus affected from the time of his birth. 
His is one of those curious cases which some- 
times occur. in which the effects of intense 
fright with the parent is seen in the unnatural 
organization of the offspring. 


Martiai Spirit of the Americans, 

If Lord John Russell intends to measure our 
defensive preparations by the limits to which 
* even the United States“ carry these peculiar 
institutions. it will be hard to say where our 
national soldiering isto stop. In the matter of 
estimates, it is true that the demonstrations 
of America are exceedingly moderate and pa 
cific ; but in respect of genuine martial spirit, 
and fondness of military display, there are no 
people on earth more conspicuous than the 
countrymen of Elihu Burritt. The fact is 
worth observing, both by those who are entrust- 
ed with the administration of affairs and those 
who have charged themselves with the peculiar 
advocacy of the doctrines of peace. Undoubt- 
edly, where the regular army is small, the an- 
nual expenditure is small also; but where every 
man isa perfect soldicr in his own conceit, the 
spirit of military enthusiasm can never fail to 
be effectually diffused. No people have been 
more pugnacious than the citizens of tree States 
habituated to volunteer soldiering: It has been 
repeatedly seen in America that the habits of 
the militiamen pass with the utmost promptitude 
into those of the regular campaigner; and we 
very much doubt whether the Emperor of Rus- 
sia himself commands half so martial a popu- 
lation as the President of the Union. Early in 
the American war it was plainly discerned, by 
the most sagacivus of British statesmen, that 
our armies, superior as they showed themselves 
in the field, must be utterly unavailing against 
the resources of a country where every citizen 
could wield a musket with good will against aa 
invader. The result proved the truth of the 
prediction ; and though we do not, as we have 
said, consider the tendencies of these institu- 
tions as highly ,pacific there is no doubt that 
they furnish an impregnable bulwark against 
hostile attack.—London Times. )

Niagara Falis Crumbling. 

Empires are said to crumble away. The 
are won by loaves ; they are lost by crumbs. 
little more than a year since, that portion of 
„her Majesty's dominion” represented by Ta- 
ble Rock gave us a pretty extensive specimen of 
this process of crumbling; and last week Bro- 
ther Jonathan who never permits himself to B 
beaten, gave us an exhibition of the same kind, 
with an improvement. On Sanday afternoon 
a portion of the precipice near the Tower, on 
the south side of Goat Island, fell with a mighty 
crash. This portion extended from the edge of 
the Island towards the Tower, being about 325 
feet long, and about 60 feet wide, of a some- 
what eliptical shape, and 8 from the top 
near the bottom of the fall. The next day 
another piece, triangular with a base of about 
40 feet, broke off just below the Tower. But 
the next great performance was the most re- 
markable. Between the two portions that had 
previously fallen, stood a rectangular projec- 
tion. about thirty feet long and fifteen wide, ex- 
tending from top to bottom of the precipice..— 
This immense mass became loosened from the 
main body of the rock, and settled perpendicu- 
larly about eight feet, where it now stands an 
enormous column two hundred teet high, by the 
dimensions named above. If it stood out * 
an open plain, as did Cleopatra’s Needle when 
first reared, how insignificant the latter would 
appear, and what a “realizing sense“ might we 
have on a summer’s day of a great rock in wa- 
tery land! It is most probable that this column 
will also fall when the weather becomes warm- 
er. The severity of the winter, and the lon 
continuance of the intense cold, have produ 
these results. They are splendid exhibitions 
of the slow, persevering, resistless power of the 
venerable white whiskered Mr, John Frost. — 
By this freezing process he disengaged these 
great masses of rock from the kindred stratum. 
then held them in his cold hand until the genial 
South wind induced him to relax his hold, and 
they were precipitated into the chasm below.—

mers’ Club, we had an opportunity of bear- 
ing the views of a number of practical farm- 
ers on the above subject. We were more 
than ever convinced of the great utility of 
The views of theorists are fairly tested 
when subjected to the investigations and ob- 
jections of practical men, while the want of 
tact for the ready application of philosophical 
truth is compensated for by the suggestions 
of theorists, and thus theory and practice lend 
their. mutual aid in arriving at not only the 
“truths of natural Jaws, but of their economi- 
eal application to practice. The following 
were among the remarks made by the mem- 
„In relation to draining, it was observed 
‘shat the advantages arising from its practice 
‘was not confined to the mere mechanical 
eperation of getting rid of surplus water from 
the soil, but the improved results now so well 
known to arise from under-draining, were in 
part attributable to the action of the atmos- 
phere on the ingredients of the soil. Land 
thoroughly ander-drained and sub-soil plow- 
ed, may be said to be so conditioned as to 
avail’ of nature’s law more economically than 
when such practices have not been resorted to. 
Viewing the soil as the debris of rocks, it 
should be understood that the different alka- 
Bes and other substances resident in the par- 
ticles are not always in condition to be dis- 
solved by water or used by plants, but if the 
atmosphere be brought into immediate con- 
tact with these particles, changes go on which 
vender all the surfaces susceptible of being 
rendered soluble by atmospheric and conse- 
quent ohemical changes. Thus from feld- 
spar potash may be Hberated, and by its in- 
finence silex may be rendered soluble. Sul- 
phorets which are unfavorable to vegetable 
growth, may be changed to sulphates ; mi- 
ute surfaces coated with alamina may absorb 
ammonia from the atmosphere and retain it 
for the use of plants, and increased quanti- 
ties of heat abstracted from the circulating 
atmosphere are stored up, and thus the ge- 
nial inflaences of increased temperature, with 
the supply of organic constituents derived 
from the atmosphere, are placed at the dis- 
posal of the anticipated crop. Should inert 
vegetable matter be disseminated in the soil, 
these circumstances are favorable to decom- 
position, and nature’s great store-house, the 
atmospheric ocean, is not debarred entrance 
by putrid water, as in undrained soils, nor 
does under-draining tend to render the soil 
less retentive of a proper amount of moisture. 
On the contrary, well disintegrated soils will 
receive at all times, by condensation from the 
atmosphere, a fair supply of moisture fully 
chafged with the organic, and capable of 
dissolving the inorganie constituents for the 
uae of plants. 
After soils have been under-drained and 
subsoiled, they rapidly increase in carbopa- 


ecous constituents, and a greater depth of 


| arable es is the result, whilst the ease 


‘with which roots can percolate to incréased 


| depths, enables them to bring up the inor- 


ganic constituents of the soil, and by their 
deéay to deposit it nearer the surface. The 
entrance of the atmosphere at greater depths, 


assists in the decomposition of roots so de- 


posited in the sub-soil, rendering it rapidly 
similar in quality to the soil, by in. 
creasing its organic matter. at 


It was urged that sub-soiled meadows nev-! 


er run out; that these plants which tiller, 
such as the grain crops, cerealy, &c., when 
grown in land not deeply disintegrated, re- 


| quire thick sowing, because the termini of 


their roots, when brought into contact with a 
cold and rigid sub-soil, would become dis- 
eased, and would therefore cease to throw 
out side shoots and form tiller or duplicate 
plants. In deeply disintegrated soils this dif- 
ficulty is avoided. Many instances were given 
of fields, part of which were sub-soiled, defy- 
ing droughts in those parts. It was stated 
that the roots of the corn stalk would aver- 
age many feet in length, and its broad hardy 
leaf had never been known to roll or curl 
while the roots had a fair opportunity to roam 
in a free, deep soil. The increased yield 
from sub-sdiling was freely admitted by all. 
It was urged by one member, that fruit trees, 
grape vines, &., grown on sub-soiled land, 
would bear fruits of superior fla vor: the aro- 
ma, as well as all their proximate principles, 
being mainly dependent upon a ready sup- 
ply of the necessary inorganic constituents. 
In reply to some remarks relative to the 
downward filtration of soluble portions of 
manure, it was urged that a fair proportion 


of alumina and of carbonaceous matters re- 
| sulting from the decay of vegetable fibre, 


would never allow any of the soluble constit- 
uents of plants to filter downward beyond the 
reach of the roots of growing crops. That 
if the brown fluids of the barn-yard should 
be poured on the top of a barrel filled with 
such soil, the water running out from the 
bottom would be found to be limpid and ino- 
dorous, ali the parts valuable for the use of 
plants would be retained, and that if this 
were not true, water drawn from wells on pro- 
perly cultivated farms could not be drank. 

It was also stated that water issuing from 
the mouths of under-drains never contained 
ammonia, the whole of that substance being 
arrested by che soil during the downward fil- 
tration of the water. Whereas, rains falling 
on the surface of the soil disintegrated but to 
slight depth, might pass over the surface run · 
ning away to the river, thence to the ocean, 
carrying with it not only the ammonia received 
from the atmosphere, but also the soluble ma- 
terials it Might meet with during its passage 
over the surface soil. All admitted that sub- 
soiled lands might be fertilized and kept in 
heart at less cost than those not so treated. 
The new sub-soil plow sent to the Institute 
by-Mr. Geo. H. Burr, was exhibited to the 
members, and its advantages were fully ex- 
plained. The amount of power necessary to 
move this instrument 1s so much less than 
that required by any of its predecessors, that 
the cost of sub-soiling is no longer a serious 
objection to its adoption. 

Specimens of draining tile were also ex- 
hibited. These are now manufactured by 
many persons in the vicinity of New York, 
at prices varying from eight to fifteen dollars 
per thousand, each tile being fifteen inches 
long. The use of the Upton draining tool, 
by which ditches of but a few inckes in width 
may be dug to any required depth, was fully 
explained. The superiority of the tile over 
stone drains, both as to durability and econ- 
omy, was made too evident to be doubted. 

The proper depth for drains formed also a 
part of the discussion. It was remarked that 
but a small portion of water entered the un- 
der-drains during its downward course, but 
that when the lower pan became,filled with 
water, and it rose even with the lower side of 
the drain, it would then enter and run off, 
and hence that drains of five feet depth and 
eighty feet apart, would be generally found 
to equal those of three feet depth and twenty 
feet apart; for the water occupying the lower 
pan could not rise by accumulation nearer 
the surface than three feet, at half way be- 
tween two drains eighty feet asunder, and it 
would be found to average an approach of 
three feet at ten feet either side of the centre 
point between the two drains ; thus to secure 
the same conditions with drains of but three 
feet in depth, they would require to be but 
twenty feet apart. 


Almost every question which could suggest 
itself in relation to sub-soil plowing and un- 
der-draining was asked, and satisfactorily an- 
swered. Indeed, we have never heard these 
subjects more fully and fairly treated. We 
give above our recollections of what trans- 
pired, and hope it may be sufficient to induce 
our farmers to accept the invitation by the 
American Institute, for them to attend the 
meetings of this club. 

An interesting feature of this club is, the 
gratuitous distribution of scions, seeds, &c.— 
At the proper seasons those members having 
superior fruits, bring grafts for distribution, 
and many thousands of worthless trees in the 
vicinity of New York have, in consequence, 


been rendered profitable by the owners, be- 


sides supplying our markets with fruits of im- 
proved sorts. No applicant for scions ever 
leaves unsupplied, and thus the finer sorts of 
fruits may be indefinitely multiplied. The 
Alfalsa Clover, received from Capt. Glynn, 
U. S. N., is now being distributed. 


AGRICULTURAL ECONOMY. 


Do our agriculturists study economy as at- 
tentively as they ought to do? I do not 
mean geonomy in the ordinary sense in ex- 
penditurea, saving every cent they can, and 


stinting supplies. I mean the eeonomy of 


— ̃ a ; 
management. True economy adapts means 
to ends, applying no more or less of the one 
than is necessary for the completion of the 
other. For example, ten acres of land well 
prepared add thoroughly tilled, will produce 
five hundred bushels of corn. ‘I'he economi- 
cal farmer, therefore, who intends to produce 
chat amount of corn, will not use twenty 
acres of poorly prepared, and badly tilled 
land, to accomplish it; because the same 


amount of crop will require more labor on 


twenty acres in plowing and tilling, however- 
imperfectly performed, than it will on ten 
acres, however well it shall be tilled and pre- 
pared. Again, if a farmer have an hundred 
loads of manure only, if he study economy, 
he will rather apply it all to a small piece of 
land, and thus manure it well, than to a large 
piece and thus manure it imperfectly ; be- 
cause, in the former case it will require less 
labor to produce a given amount of crop, 
than in the latter. Again, a farmer that has 
a given amount of manure will apply it in 
sufficient quantity to as much land only as it 
will supply with sufficient fertilization, and 
thus by annually improving a small piece at 
length render the whole fertile. So, also, 
the owner of a large tract of land will at- 
tempt to cultivate of it as his forces can cul- 
tivate thoroughly. Two farmers, each with 
the same number of acres, and the same 
amount of labor, shall show very different 
balance sheets at the end of the year, the one 
footing up $1,000 profits, and the other@500, 
simply because the one studies economy in 
the application of means to ends, and the 
other takes no thought of the matter. 


One great fault of many farmers may be 
found in a peculiar passion for large fields.— 
How much wheat will you put in this fall? 
250 acres, 500 acres, &c. The question 
should be, how muck wheat will you produce 
this year? and the passion should be the 
large yield instead of the large surface seeded 
The New England farms differ from our mid- 
dle and northern state farmers in this. The 
former study economy in all things. They 
cultivate no more land than they can culti- 
vate well. They do not weaken the result 
of their forces by diffusion, but strengthen 
them by concentration. 


There is much want of economy also, and 
much loss in not closely attending to times 
and seasons. We continually hear farmers 
complaining that they have not yet got their 
land prepared for fall seeding, and now the 
weather will not admit of its preparation ; 
one has not finished planting his corn yet; 
another had not secured his harvest before 
the rain set in, and it is beginning to sprout. 
As a general rule there is a time and season 
for every thing to be done on a farm, and 
those who are late in anything must expect 
to suffer the consequences. To study the 
economy of times and seasons is as much a 
part of the science of agriculture as is the 
proper adaptation of means to ends; and both 
are as necessary to success in farming as a 
correct application of skill in mechanics is ne- 
cessary to success in any mechanical employ- 
ment. Many of our farmers seem to sleep 
all winter, wake up in the spring, late or 
early, as it happens, and go to work when 
the bumor moves them, without system or 
forethought, go ahead as chance may lead 
through the summer, and in the fall grumble 
at the failure of their crops from unfavorable 
seasons. If any one takes this to himself, let 
him! mean it for him.

TTaIx Facts ror Prawn Farmers.—Far- 
mers are often complaining of the burthen of 
high taxes that weigh them down. But it is 
a notorious fact that ninety-nine hundredths 
of our farmers lose and waste more valuable 
manures on their premises annually than 
would pay all their taxes for five years. 


We think we hear some of our farmers say 
we are mistaken, because they keep their 
straw and their cattle in a yard, and make 
two or three hundred loads of manure in a 
year. True, but they lose 40 per cent. of 
this very manure by improper management 
of it. Generally it lies on a steep bill-side 
below their back barns, while all the water 
from the barn runs through it for nine 
months, washing out twenty per cent. of its 
value, and carrying it into the nearest run or 
creek, and then they haul it into their fields 
in August, and spread it out for two or three 
weeks on the top of the ground, allowing the 
sun to evaporate twenty per cent. more of 
its valuable properties, before it is plowed un- 
der ground, where it ought to have been be- 
fore it was ever permitted to become dry.— 
Here is the forty per cent. gone at two opera- 
tions. Now three hundred loads of manure 
are worth five hundred dollars to the field.— 
Forty per cent. off this is two huudred dol- 
lars loss.
